Insurance Raises Granted 


After ‘Little or No Check’ 


By BRUCE GALPHIN 

A joint legislative panel estab- 
lished Tuesday that Comptroller 
General Zack Cravey approved 
recent fire and auto insurance 
rates with “‘little or no examina- 
tion’”’ of figures supplied by insur- 
ance companies. 

That was the summary made 
by Chairman Frank Twitty after 
a five-hour hearing by the special 
committee. It was borne out by 
Cravey and other witnesses. 

“Were you satisfied that the 
rates were justified?” Twitty 
asked Cravey, who is also insur- 
ance commissioner. 

“Literally,”’ Cravey answered. 

“What do you mean?” the 
chairman demanded. 


TAKE THEIR WORD 


“T mean that (they were) if you 
take the word of the underwriters, 
and they’re honorable men,” the 
commissioner replied. 

C. C. Carson, rate inspector, 
told the committee that with lim- 
ited time, equipment and person- 
nel, there was little to do but ac- 
cept the Georgia Rating Bureau’s 
figures. 

“In other words, there’s no way 
for you to say whether it’s correct 
or incorrect?” Twitty inquired. 

“That’s correct,” Carson an- 
swered. 

R. S. Sams, attorney for South- 
eastern Underwriters, said the 
commissioner had to “accept on 
faith the statistics’ supplied by 
the bureau. He said it was not 
necessary to “spend hours and 
hours on some IBM machine” to 
determine the validity of the com- 
panies’ pleadings. 

OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

The day’s hearings also brought 
these developments: 

1. Cravey endorsed legislation 
to require public hearings before 
granting insurance rate increases. 
His position was opposed by F. D. 
King, assistant attorney general 
assigned to the insurance depart- 
ment. 

2. John Duncan, president of 
the Georgia Farm Bureau, hinted 
that his organization may go into 
the insurance business because 
of the 50 per cent increases on 
farm dwellings for fire coverage. 
Georgia and Montana are the 


only states without farm bureau |

3. Cravey and Sams disagreed 
about whether the insurance com- 
missioner could revoke a change 
in a city’s insurance rate clas- 
sification made by the rating 
bureau. 

4. Rep. Robert L. Scoggins of 
Floyd County noted that fire rates 
were up more than 50 per cent in 
six industries: textiles, chenille 
manufacturing, clothing factories, 
metal works, theaters and cloth- 
'proaucts manufacturing. Rates

timbers when the bomb landed 
while he was in his garage.

Taxpayers 
Can Omit 
Expenses 


WASHINGTON (# — The Inter- 
nal Revenue Service Tuesday told 
most persons who have expense 
accounts they can forget all about 
keeping detailed records on them 


for tax returns covering 1958 in- 
come. 


An employe who accounts to his 
employer for his business ex- 
penses will not be required to re- 
port such expenses on his tax re- 


‘i turn, either iternized or in total 


amount. 


But an employe who does not 
account to his employer for his 
expense money must report on 
his return the total of expenses 
for travel, transportation, enter- 
tainment and other purposes. 


PROPOSED REGULATION 


The revenue service made its 
announcement in the form of a 
proposed regulation. This is cus- 
tomary procedure and gives in- 
terested persons 30 days in which 
to file written comment. 


“The proposed regulation is de- 
signed to minimize abuse of busi- 
ness expense accounts so as to 
produce tax free income, while not 
imposing millions of other 
taxpayers the unneéessary hard- 
ship which detailed record keep- 
ing of relative minor expense ac- 
counts would require,” the service 
said in a statement. 


DIDN’T EXCEED 


The taxpayer who accounts to 
his employer for his expense mon- 
ey merely will be required to state 
on his return that the funds he 
received did not exceed ordinary 
and necessary business ex- 
penses. But if expense money ex- 
ceeded expense outgo, the excess 
must be included in income. This 
requirement will substitute for 
Line 6a on the tax rteurn.

SEATO Nations Demand

Asians Call for Sustained Plan 


To Bolster ‘Have-Not’ Countries

MANILA (P)—Asian SEATO pact nations Tuesday 
demanded greater economic aid to block Communist 
subversion in the wake of U.S. Secretary of State Dulles’ 
warning that the Reds might be plotting new aggression 
in the Far East. 

The aid issue was raised as the 
US., British and French foreign 
ministers scheduled a Big Three 
meeting here tomorrow to discuss 
the next step in setting up a 
summit meeting with Russia.

Policyholders Ain’t 
Too Happy, Either! 


There’s a profound difference of opin- 
ion: between State Insurance Commis- 
sioner Zack Cravey and Rep. Frank 
Twitty, head of a legislative committee 
now investigating recent insurance rate 
hikes, about whether it’s legal to hold 
public hearings on such hikes. | 

Mr. Cravey, who has maintained all 
along that Georgia insurance laws pro- 
hibit such hearings, says he is convinced 
now they should be held. What convinced 
him, pray tell? 

The commissioner also maintained in 
the past that the law prohibited his an- 
nouncing rate hikes until after they were 
put*into effect. In other words, the law 
prohibited his locking the barn door until 
after the cattle had gone. 

What manner is this of regulating an 
industry which affects the pocketbooks of 
every individual in the state? 

Mr. Cravey is commissioner of in- 
surance of the State of Georgia. Yet yes- 
terday at the hearing he was unable to 
answer a number of fundamental ques- 
tions about the industry and about rate 
making. He said he would find out. On 
what basis of knowledge has he been 
regulating the industry? 

The commissioner made much yester- 
day, too, over the fact that he is having 
the recent rate increases and the informa- 
tion on which they were granted checked 
to see if they were justified. Again we 
ask, is this any way to run a regulatory 
agency ‘set up to protect the interests of 
the people? 

Asked if he were satisfied with the 50 
per cent increase in rural fire rates, Mr. 
Cravey is quoted as saying: “If I were 
I wouldn’t have had my auditors checking 
them. I ain’t exactly satisfied and I’m a 
little discontented, too.” 

Reminded that rural fire rates in Flor- 
ida are 65 cents per hundred dollars lower 
than in Georgia, the commissioner—who 
makes much to do about his rural back- 
ground and pious concern for rural folks— 
blandly said: “We have people digging to 
see if these people (Georgia Rating Bu- 
reau of the Southeastern Underwriters) 
brought us the true facts.” 

Putting all these statements together 
and with all due respect to our valuable 
insurance industry, the inevitable con- 
clusion one must draw is that Commis- 
sioner Cravey’s regulation of the insur- 
ance business consists of accepting the in- 
dustry’s recommendations and then issu- 
ing them as directives. 

Incredible, you say? Discontented? 

Contrary to what Mr. Cravey would 
lead us to believe, this newspaper is not 
the only one who “ain't exactly satis- 
fied” with this situation. The legislative 
committee and every insurance policy- 
‘holder has an interest in finding out who 
really runs the show and for whom.

Is Hill-Burton Intent 
Being Carried Out? 


The Georgia Supreme Court's action 
in upholding a lower court's refusal to 
grant the state a judgment voiding the 
lease of a Hill-Burton Hospital at Ellijay 
to a private group raises some perplexing 
questions. 

For instance, does that mean that other 
Hill-Burton units built with federal and 
state tax money supplemented at the local 
leve] can ‘be leased to whomever a local 
authority might select? Will it be on a 
high bid basis or what? 

What effect does the agreement have 
whereby the local authority must operate 
a facility for 20 years and not transfer 
or lease it without consent of the State 
Health Department? 

While the law may not have been vio- 
lated in the case in question, certainly 
questions are in order as to whether the 
intent or the spirit of the Hill-Burton pro- 
gram has been circumvented. 

The Supreme Court said the state had 
other legal recourse if the hospital had 
been leased or used contrary to the pur- 
pose for which it was built. The state 
should explore all avenues to clear up 
the questions that have arisen. 

Certainly it seems illogical to use tax 
money to build institutions to be turned 
over to private groups, whether they be 
church groups, businessmen or what.

Urban Area Schools 
Are Penalized Unfairly 


The Atlanta school system must in- 
crease its teaching load. Decatur city 
school taxes need to be raised. 


These two developments are the latest 
illustrations of the plight of growing cities 
and the inequities they face in financing 
educations for rising numbers of youths 
whose families have migrated from rural 
to urban areas. 


Atlanta will have to do without the 
services of 300 teachers in order to save 
one million dollars a year. That means 
the average number of pupils per teacher 
will be increased. 

The change will be effected gradually 
by failing to fill teacher vacancies. Nev- 
ertheless, it is not in keeping with the 
growing stress on quality in education. 
But there is no questioning the fact that 
the decision, unwelcome as it may be, 
was born of necessity. 

Decatur finds itself in the position of 
receiving a huge slash in state aid be- 
cause the city’s property evaluation for 
tax purposes was increased under the 
county’s fair market value reappraisal 
program. The latter led to Decatur citi- 
zens shouldering more responsibility for 
financing their schools. But instead of 
earning them a reward from the state it 
brought them a penalty under the peculiar 
workings of the chargeback provisions. 

The incident clearly demonstrates the 
fact that it is high time the chargeback 
formula was revised and brought up to 
date. 

There is need for other changes in 
state thinking toward urban schools. Let’s 
spend state money where the children 
are instead of being guided by two-unit 
vote politics. Let's recognize the fact that 
metropolitan areas, confronted with the 
complex problems of financing the multi- 
tude of services necessary for their own 
citizenry, should not be bled to death to 
support communities that will not help 
themselves. 

And by all means let's have a state 
aid program that encourages local in- 
centive instead of penalizing it. The real 
victims of the present inequities are the 
children themselves in growing munici- 
palities.,

A pint-sized volunteer inven- 
tor is teaching youngsters at 
the Cerebral Palsy School-Clinic 
how to work with their hands. 
Mrs. Charlotte Rosenberg, the 
school’s consultant for educa- 
tional aids, has designed more 
than 35 plain and fancy con- 
traptions to help the students 
learn useful skilis. 
Explained the gray-eyed 
grandmother, “Many of the 
children show a decreased mus- 
cular control, and I design sim- 
ple aids to make up for their 
lack of coordination. She hopes 
to encourage many of the stu- 
dents to become self-supporting. 


SHELTERED WORKSHOP 

The school is just starting a 
sheltered workshop, a special- 
ly adapted shop where the old- 
er palsy victims can eventually 
become self-supporting. Mrs. 
Rosenberg held up a ‘‘retriev- 
er” — flexible rubber cup at- 
tached to the end of a stick. 
For people who can't bend over, 
it picks up small objects off 
the floor. Mrs. Rosenberg hopes 
to market this instrument and 
use the proceeds to support the 
sheltered workshop. 

Writing is one problem that 
Mrs. Rosenberg has tackled 
with some success. She has 
equipped a standard typewriter 
with a shield that lets the 
youngsters support their arms 
while they punch the keys with 
one finger or a pencil 


PRINTING PRESS 


For the students who have 
trouble controlling the sideways 
motions of their arms, the tiny 
teacher fashioned a_ simple, 
geared printing press out of 
plywood. The writer can use 
his fist to stamp individual let- 
ters on a piece of paper. 

Not all the inventions are de- 
signed for work ... some are 
used for study and others for 
play. A magnet and a set of 
thumb tacks, which are moved 
around on a punched board, 
teach a student arithmetic. And 
golf tees that fit into holes 
drilled in an oversized checker- 
board make a fine, stable 
checker game. 


Wife of Harold C. Rosenberg, 
an insurance agent, the inventor 
puts most of the gadgets togeth- 
er in her power-tooled basement 
workshop. A ping-pong table in 
the converted playroom serves 
as a work bench. Laughed Mrs 
Rosenberg, “Instead of buying 
my husband tools, it works the 
other way around at our house.” 


ALL ARE NOT SIMPLE 


Not all Mrs. Rosenberg’s in- 
novations are simple to devel- 
op, although she tries to keep 
the design and construction sim- 
ple. “Too many small parts in- 
terfere with the operation, and 
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we want parents to help 
their children use the ma- 
chines.” 


Mrs. Rosenberg first observes 
the particular needs and assets 
of the youngsters she is trying 
to help, then sets her ingenious 
brain to figuring out a useful 
contraption. For special pro}- 
ects or machines which require 
some engineering know-how, the 
teacher enlists the willing aid 
of mechanical engineers at 
Georgia Tech. 

For one youngster who had 
one good arm and one good 
leg, the Rosenberg-Tech team 
attached a handie and a roller 
skate to a simple motor on a 
wheel chair. Thereafter, the 
child propelled himself with leg 
and arm

Calories 
can be hidden in unneeded fat 
on vegetables, smothered in 
casserole dishes, or lurking in 
gravy. 

Actually, you may be getting 
little taste satisfaction out of 
these added calories and 
couldn't tell the difference if 
they were omitted. Leave them 
out and you will soon see a 
pleasing difference on the 
scales. 

If you will cook vegetables 
quickly and make sure they are 
not overcooked, you will enjoy 
the natural flavor without add- 
ed sauce. Or compromise and 
“stretch” the butter by adding 
lemon juice to melted but- 
ter. 


SLIMMING HABIT 


How much butter do you 
usually use on a baked potato? 
A fat pat? Get the slimming 
habit of having a half pat, %- 
inch thick on a medium - size 
potato. You can save 100 cal- 
ories right there. 

A calorie-saving trick in mak- 
ing gravy is first to refrigerate 
the drippings and allow time for 


the fat to congeal on the top. 
Skim off this fat layer and use 
the fat-free remainder to make 
the gravy. 

Another calorie-curbing rule 
is to include only one starchy 
food at a meal. If you choose a 
potato, then do not have lima 
beans, corn or any starchy 
vegetable, and omit bread at 
that meal.
